Keport of Water Commissioners. 


During the fiscal year just closed the mains of the water 
system have been extended in several directions and quite a 
number added to the list of water takers. Five new hydrants 
have also been added, making twenty-eight in all which have 
considerably increased the efficiency of our fire service. By 
vote of the town the main was extended some 1800 feet from 
the main on Deerfield road along Harriman road and a hydrant 
put in near the residence of Mr. George B. Robinson. The 
cost of this extension was $1,050.00. There are eleven dwell- 
_ ings within reach of this line, into two of which water has been 
introduced. Others, no doubt, will soon be connected 

The line has been extended through the new street past the 
residence of Mr. T. W. Davis, about 1,000 feet in all, at a 
cost of $566.62. ‘Two hydrants, one near the dwelling of Mr. 
E. B. Dudley, and the other near the residence of Mrs. Josie 
E. Batchelder were put in for fire protection. There are seven 
dwellings on this extension, six of which are connected with 
the main and the other will probably be connected early in next 
year. The income from this line will be $60.00 per year from 
Jan. 1, 1898, for three years, thissum being guaranteed by Mr. 
T. W. Davis for that time. This guarantee will probably en- 
tail little, if any, loss to him as the regular water rates are now 
$49.00 per year, with prospects of an early increase. 

The main near the residence of Mr. Daniel Batchelder was. 
extended about 300 feet at an expense of $150.00. No hydrant 
was placed here, there being one near by. There is one water 
taker on this extension. The extension along Deerfield 
road and up Long hill is some 1400 feet in length and cost 
$887.03. One hydrant was placed near the end of this line. 
This extension was made upon a special contract with Mr. W. 
E. Young, near whose residence the line ends. By the terms 
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of the contract he is to pay an annual rate for the term of 
twenty years of a sum not less than six per cent of the cost of 
making the extecsion and that he would make an advance pay- 
ment on this water rate of a sum equal to the labor ccst of 
making the extension. When it was done it was found that 
the labor cost had been $378.67, which sum he paid, thus 
paying his water rate to Dec. 1, 1904, as now computed. 
Should others connect with this extension his rate will be re- 
duced and the time to which he has paid be extended. The 
hydrant on this line is the highest of any on the system and 
we were pleased to learn that any portion of the buildings of 
Mr. Young can be easily reached with a good fire stream from 
this hydrant and that the force of the water there seems equal 
to that in the village. notwithstanding the fact that it is three- 
fourths of a mile from the standpipe. 

A branch was also laid along River street, so called, 
upwards of 400 feet and a hydrant put in near the end. ‘This 
was done at a cost of $240.00. There are two dwellings on 
this line and two others are in process of construction. The 
rates now are $18.00 per year on this line and they will proba- 
bly be doubled during the coming year. 

It was expected that buildings would be erected on the 
new highway near Mr. O. S. Wilbur’s and pipe and other ma- 
terials were purchased to extend the main in that direction, but 
it was not built. 

All the line has been made of six inch cast iron pipe, 
coated, and well laid, under the direction of Mr. C. E. Ham, a 
sufficient guarantee of the thoroughness of the work. It is 
covered with five feet of earth which makes freezing in winter 
impossible and keeps the water cooler in summer than it would 
be if less deeply laid. 

During this year the cost of the system has increased 
$2,961,56 the interest on which at 4 per cent is $118.46 and 
our water rates in the meantime by the addition of new takers 
have been increased $187.72, which sum is certain to be ma- 
terially increased as time goes on. 

The year now closing has been one of great prosperity to 
the system and it is now upon a sound financial basis. Let 
the system have the credit for what it is and does and it will, 
unless some unlooked for calamity overtakes us, return to the 
treasury of the town in each year substantial evidence of its 
prosperity. Should it be allowed this year the same amount 
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that a corporation, other than the town, owning it would 
be paid, which would be at least $60.00 for use of 
water at the fountains and in the cemetery and $1,080 
for hydrant rental; add to this the amount received 
from water takers and we can pay from it the interest 
on the cost of the system, all our repairs, the balance of our 
service pipe account, all our running expenses, and we should 
then have left a balance of $634.87 to return to the town treas- 
urer. Next year the balance to be returned will not be so 
large butit is confidently expected that the net earnings will be 
in excess of those of any previous vear excepting this year. 
All of which is respectfully submitted. The tables follow.

While it is vital to the well being of society and state to 
have intelligent citizenship, which is the province of our schools 
to provide, it is equally vital that those citizens who shall be 
selected to make and execute laws shall be prepared to do so 
wisely and well—shall be able to assume those higher duties of 
citizenship, with that broad intelligence, and with powers so 
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trained that they shall be able to make wise laws and wisely 
execute them. Moreover, there will be those in every com- 
munity, who by natural endowment, mould and direct public 
Opinion, and they shall be so trained that they will not be blind 
leaders of the blind, and those who are to lead will in the 
wisest way lead the opinions of the masses, and those who are 
to make laws for the masses must understand, and be in sym- 
pathy with, or must be of the masses. Hence the town will 
fail in duty to herself and to the masses of her citizens, if she 
fails to provide agencies, open and accessible equally to the 
poorest as well as to the richest, for inducing broad intelligence 
and giving thorough training. Such a training is the free 
schools. It moulds broad, intelligent and thorough training 
of power accessible to all, consequently the town will fail to 
reach that position of honor and respect which she should de- 
sire among her neighbors, if she see economy in reducing the 
school money and take from many children a portion of the only 
opportunity of an education and training that they will ever 
enjoy. For those who have no children to educate and for 
those who by a central location enjoy an extra term of school to 
vote to reduce the school fund gives one the impression that 
selfishness would only prompt such action. For those who 
have children to educate and would directly suffer from a short 
school ignorance and thoughtlessness could only explain such a 
course. 

As to teachers, we aimed to employ the best teachers ob- 
tainable for the wages we could pay, without regard to favorit- 
ism ; but giving due consideration to those whose children would 
attend the schoo! to be taught by any particular teacher. We 
employed for the full year whenever practicable, and when the 
known qualities of the teacher were such as to warrantit, and 
the schools were, for the most part, satisfactory. 

As to instruction, the utmost thoroughness of work should 
be insisted upon in the instruction of all schools. Teachers 
should be required, by constant and thorough review work, to 
keep their pupils constantly ready for examination in all the 
work of the term. The work of every school should be so 
thoroughly and completely done that there will be no need of 
doing it over again in subsequent terms. 

TEXT BOOKS AND SCHOOL APPLIANCES. 


While the character of the teacher is the largest factor in 
the efficiency of the school, that efficiency depends in no small 
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degree upon the tools with which the teacher and pupils are to 
do their work. These tools are text books, globes, maps, 
charts and other appliances. Hence little improvement from 
year to year should be realized in these lines. During the past 
year the only change of note has been the introduction of new 
reading books. 

Instruction to be at its best requires suitable and _ fitly 
furnished school rooms, schools large enough to be interesting, 
teachers fitted to do their work and continued permanently in 
charge. The employment of incompetent teachers, sometimes 
as a result of favoritism, sometimes as carelessness of commit- 
tee, wastes not only money paid for wages and warming of 
school rooms, but also the time of pupils. 

The registers show a large percentage of tardiness and 
days of absence. This should not be. 

While our schools have been quite satisfactory there might 
be improvement, if parents would manifest more interest and 
compel their children to go to school every day without tardi- 
ness. The scholar who is constantly absent or tardy soon falls 
behind his more punctual classmates, becomes discouraged and 
finally quits, with little benefit, simply because there is not the 
right influence at home. 

Uf every scholar should be in school every day and pay 
attention to business and continued in this way through the 
term, we should see a wonderful advancement in knowledge 
and less complaint about our schools. When we blame the 
parents for the irregular attendance of pupils we think that it is 
placing the responsibility where it properly belongs. The com- 
mittee have foreborne to interfere in the guidance of the inter- 
nal affairs of the schools, except where complaints have been 
directly made by parents. It is not our business to listen to 
idle rumors. In most cases these idle rumors had their origin 
in personal prejudice and malignant gossip. If parents and 
citizens would look for the good qualities of the school and its — 
advancement and not to slanderous gossip and criticisms of the 
teacher’s methods and her ability, concerning which, nine cases 
out of ten, they have no definite knowledge, the schools would 
materially improve, teachers and scholars would find their work 
much more agreeable and beneficial.

Report of Board of Health. 


Raymonp, N.H., Feb. 15, 1898. 

We, the undersigned, members of the Board of Health of 
the town of Raymond, for the year ending Feb. 15, 1898, beg 
to submit the following report: 

Of contagious and infectious diseases repor ted to the 
Board, we have been very fortunate in having but a few cases, 
Viz. : 

Typhoid fever, three. 

Scarlet fever, seven; one fatal. 

Measles, one. 

Mumps have been very prevalent during the past fall and’ 
winter months, but, fortunately this disease is not considered 
of sufficient moment to bring it under the control of the State 
Board of Health. 

Chicken pox, which is also a disease of minor importance, 
has prevailed to a certain extent the latter part of the year. 

There has been only one case of nuisance reported to the 
Board, which was attended to and abated to the extent possible 
within the power of the Board. 

Unfortunately, a question of responsibility arose which 
was beyond the jurisdiction of this Board. 

There is reason to congratulate the town on the purity 
of the public water, as no case of typhoid fever has been traced 
to this source since said works were erected. 

Owing to prompt action of the Board of Health, the above 
named diseases have been confined to a few families. 

The typhoid fever cases reported were in no way connect- 
ed, being in three widely separated families. 

We also with to impress upon the minds of the inhabi- 
tants of the town, the importance of immediately isolating all 
cases of suspected scarletina, measles, or other serious diseases 
of a contagious nature, even if the services of a physician are 
not required, as it is so well known that from these mild cases, 
serious epidemics have arisen.
